He Bégins His Speech in the Star 
Route Trial.

The Tariff Commission—New York Poli- 
tics—Secretary Folger—Wash- 
ington Netes—Political 
News. 


‘ Star Route Trial. 

WASHINGTON, September 5.—The Criminal 
Court room was crowded this morning with 
an audience anxious to hear Col. Ingersoll’s 
address to the jury in the Star Route trial. 
The Colonel bezan his argument with the ex- 
pressed desire thatthe jury should under- 
stand him. He was as much opposed to offi- 
cial corruption as any maninthe world. The 
taxes were paid by Jabor and industry, and 
they should be disbursed by integrity; and 
the man that was untrue to his official oath, 
to the position that the people honored him 
with, ought to be punished. He bad 


not one word to sayin defense of any man 
who he believed had robbed the Treasury. 
He wanted the jury to understand that be was 


not defending nor excusing nor 
endeavoring to palliate the slight- 
@-t dishonesty in any public official. 


The jury had beentold the people of the 
United States were a demoralized people; 
that the tide of dishonesty was rising, ready 
to sweep from one shore of the country to 
the other. It had been sppealed to to find 
innocent men guilty, in order that the tide 
mi¢ht be succe-sfully iesisted. It had been 
to d that it was necesSary to make an example 
of someboiv in order that the country might 
tuke the road to honesty. The country had 
becn in War, but he denied that war 
had demoralized the peovie. Whoever 
fought for the right, or for what he believed 
to be the right, did not demoralize bimeeif. 
ie ennobled himself, and the war through 
which the country had passed had been a re- 
formation not a demoralization, The war 
was a period of moral “enthusiasm, during 
which the people had become a thousand 
times grander and nobler than they bad ever 
been before. When we shook the shackies 
off 4,000,000 people, ft did not demoralize us. 
When We changed the hut of the 
~jave into the castie of the freeman, it did 
not demorslize us. The jury had been told 
ihat the United States was distinguished 
among nations of the world only for corrup- 
tion. It made no difference to him that it 
was quoted from a Republican §Senator, He 
denied it. He bad always supposed the peo- 
pie of America wese distinguished for free 
schools, for free speech, for just laws; not for 
corruption, and yet, in thename of this unl- 
versal corruption, the jury was appealed to 
aixo to become corrupt. 

He never would try to put a ‘stain on the 
forehead of his country in order that he 
might cunsign some honest man to the Peni- 
tentiary. The on'y mercy his clients asked of 
the jurv was the finding of an honest verdict, 
according to the evidence and according to 
law. ‘Chat was all they asked; that they ex- 
pected. An honest verdict was a verdict in 
uecordance with the evidence. Whoever 
found a verdict to please a power, whoever 
violated his conscience that he might be in 
accord or supposed accord with the Adminis- 
tration or Governmen!, Was bribed; who- 
ever found a verdict that he might increase 
his reputation was bribed; whoever founda 
verdict for fear he would lose his reputation, 
was bribed; whoever bent to public demands 
or bowed before the public press was bribed. 


Fear, prejudice, malice, the love 
of approbation, bribed a thou- 
sand men where gold bribed one. 


an honest Verdict was the result, not of fear 
hut of courage, not of prejudice but candor, 
and above ali, it was the result of a love of 
justice. Then turning to the examination of 
tne indictment, he argued the overt acts 
vbarged must be proved exactly as alleged, 
no matter whetber a description was unneces- 
sary or not. 


Tariff Commission. 

CINCINNATI, September 5.—A deputation 
from the Grocers’ Association, of Cincinnati, 
consisting of Messrs. James M. Glenn, lL. C. 
Keever, James H. Lang and David A. White, 
came before the ‘Tariff Commission this 
morning and presented a paper on the 
question of duties on sugar, molasses 
und rice. The paper advocated a 
voutinuance of the wise and liberal policy of 
_rotection for those stapies of the South and 
Southwest. It urged strongly that no chanve 
be made in the duties on those articies that 
| would afford aicss protection than is now 
extended to them, asthe present tariff gave 


more protection than was absoluielv 
necessary to encourage their pro- 
duction and stimulate their increase, 


it expressed tie cpinion that the agricultur- 
al people of the Mississippi Valiey are in 
warm sympathy with the developnient of 
these great Southern interests, because they 
fully appreciated the advantages to be de- 
rived from the establishment of large per- 
manent bome markets fortheir products. In 
the event of any modification of the tariff 
on sugar they suggest that 
grades No. 14,15 and 16 should not as 
uow be scaled so high anove refining grades 
as to exclude them, but that they shouid be 
so graded as to ailow their importation. 
They also recommend the use of Lhe polaris- 
cope as a test of toe grade of sugar. In re- 
ply to questions by Mr. Kenna, Mr. Keever 
stated that the views expressed in this paper 


were those of the entire grocery trade of 
Cincinnati, and that the Associa- 
tion had no connection with the 
sugar refining interest. Mr. Lewis 


stated in reply to a question by Mr. Oviver 
that there was no general feeling in the come 
munity in favor of any radical change in the 
tariff, and it would be better to let the tariff 
remain as itis than to have it materiaily in- 
terferred with, 

J.B. Mitcheli, of Cincinnati, imvorter of 
dry goods, made some suggestions as to the 
rates and classification of merchandise and 
urged that such changes be made in the tariff 
as Will simplify the collection of duties and re- 
lieve importers and manufacturers of much 
anpoyance, uncertainty and actual logs. Geo, 
Rh. McKee, of the Kentucky River Mills, 
Irankfort, Ky., made a plea in favor of the 
hemp interest. He asked to have the duty 
made permaenent.on manila and sisal, so as to 
insure fair and reliable prices for the hemp 
raised in this country.

The East After Corn—Chicago’s Gain 
and St. Louis’ Loss—Notes. 


The St. Louis inspection of grain has become 
almost as much a source of complaint as St. 
Louis short weightsin grain, with this differ- 
ence,that the former touches more directly the 
interest of St. Louis shippers, while coim- 
plaints of short weights in grain come prin- 
cipallyfrom the country, Yet the St. Louis 
shippers feel the effects of short weights in 
grain shipped from here to other markets, as 
the country shippers do also with incorrect 
inspection. A large amount of wheat has been 
shipped of late trom this market to Chicago, as 
there was a difference in price between the 


two places that, on the rate of 
freight to be had, allowed of 
shipments ata profit. All the wheat thus 
shipped was No.2 red winter—bought as that 
and ordered out of the elevatoras that. Some 
of the parties who have been sending this No. 
2 red winter to Chicago have received quite a 
number of reports from their Ohbicago mer- 
chants that this wheat was missing grade in 
that market. Some of it was grading No.8 red, 
some No. 4and some even as low as ected. 
Reference was made last week to the case of 
Carrington & Casey, who had several ears of 
their wheat, shipped from St. Louis as No. 2 
red, going No. 3 red and rejected when it ar- 
rived in Chicago. This caseis still unsettied, 
with the wheat now being held 
in special bins awaiting St. Louis 
action. Another large shipper to Chicago was 
the Cuiver Commission Co., and every 
car this firm brought into this market was No. 
2red. This morning they received a telegram 
from one of the Chicago houses to whom they 
were shipping, which read: 

‘*You are not getting the grade wheat you 
buy. Watch inspection of eachcar. Car 
here is rejected. More screenings. 

MURRY, NELSON & Co.”’ 

Since the receipt ofthis telegram the Culver 
Commission Co. have advices from  In- 
dianapolis that some of the oats they been 
shipping as No. 2 was inspected no grade upon 
arrival. Mr. J.B. Dutch, of the firm, says he 
can’t stand this, and is writing to their corre- 
spondents refusing all shipping busi- 
uess. He says also that he thought 
he thoroughly understood the shipping busi- 
ness, and while he was engaged in it in Chi- 
cago it was a pleasure to attend to it, but that 
one month’s experience in St. Louis has been 
about enough for him. 

Prt A DEMAND FOR CORN. 

Although the cash market has not shown it, 
yet there is said to he a first-class demand for 
cora. This demand comes from the East,and 
it is claimed wili take ail the No. 2 offered here 
at present market prices. It is understood 
that one round lot of 50,000 bushels has been 
sold for shipment East, and the buyers stand 
ready totake more. It is also claimed that 
the stock of cornin this market is not over 
300,000 bushels, and has not been any larger 
than that at any time before in this and last 
month. The party turnisning this informa. 
tion says that October and November corn are 
good for 4 cents advance in the mext fifteen 
days. . 

HOW 8ST. LOUIS LOSES TRADE. 

Along the Missouri River west of Jefferson 
City lie some of the richest wheat-growing 
counties of Missouri. Informer years ail the 
wheat trom this section came to St. Louis, 
most of it by river, but some by rail, via the 
Missouri Pacific. This year St. Louis is getting 
none of this wheat. Chicago buyers are up all 
through that section, poriae & to 6c more than 
can be realized in St. is. The wheat is car- 
ried by two small steamboats to Gl v, 
wherethe Chicago and Alton crosses the Mis- 
souri and that road takes thewheat and carries 
it to Chicago. It is supposed that the Chicago 
and Alton gives a special rate to Chicago to 
enable that market to getthis wheat. * 


NOTES. 


Telegrams from Chicago this morning state 
that the committee appointed by the Board of 
Trade to decide the —s price on July 
spring wheat fixed upon $i as.the market 
and settling price of that cornered option. 
The price asked by the longs was $l 36. It is 
said that all the shorts will not accept this 
decision as final, but will carry the case to the 
courts. A..W. Wright & Co. are about the 
most stubborn of these shorts. 


There was a reaction and advance inthe 
grain markets to-dayall along the line— 
wheat, corn and oats. It was noticeable how 
quiet the pit became when these markets went 
up, showing Only too plainly the bearish spirit 
that possesses St. Louis operators. There is 
no line of shorts out here, as about all the 
shorts, covered during the recent aecline, so 
all they have to do now is to stand around and 
wait nntil the market getsup again, when’ 
they will have another chance toraia it. 


To show the immense yield of wheat this 
season the following case was told to-day: A 
farmer near Ura, in Jackson county, IU,, on 
the line of the Cairo and St. Louis Road, con- 
tracted his 25 acres of wheat to a buyer at $1 
per bushel. When he had threshed out and 
delivered this wheat be found he would re- 
ceive $909, the 25 neres having yielded 900 
bushels of wheat. The farmer was astonished 
and delighted. ‘'‘Why,’’ satd he, ‘‘that is 
more money than I ever had before atone 
time, and | am 43 years old; and is is more than 
l ever expect to have. I’li take that $900 and 
buy me a farm,’’

Subterranean Cables in France. 
From the Age of Iron. 

Cast-iron pipes are nuw veing made to re- 
ceive the underground telegraph cable which 
in a few months will put Paris in direct com- 
munication witn Marsei'les. Abundred and 
ficty navvies are engaged in this work, which 
is being prosecuted frum bob end» along the 
right bank of the Rhove, and following the 
main roads. fhe vipes are laid at a depth of 
more than a metre and a bali, and chainbers 
for faciliteting repairs are arranged about 
every 600 metres; they are described as re- 
sembiiug large cast-iron cauldroas with cov- 
ers, and hsving apertures for receiving the 
ends of the ttvwo pipes which they connect. 
Every 100 metres the pipes are united by cast- 
iron couplings, which will also p:rmitof in- 
specting and repairing the cable; and the 

‘int between each pipe is mude with an 
{ndia-rupber washer or tead cojlar The work 
is pushed forward witb v gor, and it is pro. 
posed eventually to connect tats cable, which 
will traverse France from north to souta, 
with the cabies of the Mediterranean and At- 


lantic.

AN EDITOR’S TRIBULATION. 

There are real thorns in the bed of roses 
upon which the rural )+urnalist reclines. 
The supposition that there are no painful ep- 
isodes interrupting his reception of donated 
luxuries and hospitable attentions from the 
surrounding coun’ry, is a popular error. 
The Wellsville Wide- Awake comes to us with 
an account giving a vivid idea of those buil- 
dozing incidents which so frequently develop 
the latent heroism and tact of the profession. 
It also illustrates the perils and trials envir- 
oning the pioneer editor who ventures to in- 
troduce a touch of humor into the life of a 
Western town not previously inured to news- 
Tae Wide-Awake unguard- 
e(ily made a jest of some ineffectual shooting 
done bya man named LaZ&aR in a street 
fight at Montgomery City. Some days after- 
wards while working at the Wide-Awake 
forms in his back room Brother KIRK heard 
footfills approaching. Hedid not lookup. 
Perhaps theugsts of an cx'tra-sized cabbage 
head or the visit of a possible new 
subscriber filled him with pleasant anticipa- 
tions, and he wished to be taken by surprise. 
Here is his account of the surprise: 

We were sudden:y surprised by seelag a man 
appareatiy a foot tailer and fifty pounds 
heavier than ourself, with a terrible fierce look 
on his face and a seif cocking revolver in his 
hand, standing over us ani askingif we were 
the publisher of this paper.

ABOVE THE LAW. 

We again calithe attention of our State 
officers to the following, which is incorporated 
in the Revised Statutes of Missouri, from 
Section 17, Article 12 of the State Constitu- 
tioa. 

No railroad, or other corporation, or the 

lessees, purchasers or managers of any rail- 
road corporation, shall consolidate the stock, 
property or franchises of such corporation 
with, or lease or purchase the works or fran- 
chises of, orin any way control any railroad 
corporation owning or having under its con- 
trol a parallel or competing line; nor shall any 
officer of such railroad corportion act as an 
officer of any other railroad corporation Owns 
ing or having the control of a parallel or com: 
peting line. The question whether railroads 
are parallel or competing lines shall, when 
demanded, be decided by ajury, as in other 
civil issues. 
Now Mr. JAY GOULD, in direct violation of 
this explicit prohibitionin the Constitution 
and laws of the State, is permitted to act as 
Preside nt of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
and alsoas President of the Wabash Road. 
These are parallel lines, which were built and 
have served as competing lines. By virtue of 
his unlawful position in these two companies, 
GOULD also subjects two other competing 
lines,the St. Louis and San Francisco and 
The people 
have arightto ask why he is permitted to 
trample thus upon the supreme law ofthe 
State without any attempt on the part of the 
Scate officers to question his right to do so. 
Did he control the nomination of the present 
Governor and Attorney-General? Will they 
betray their trust and refuse to call 
bim and thege corporations into the courts, 
while he is gobbling up and subjecting 
to hissele management end profit ail the 
lines of transportation created by our laws? 
‘‘Nor, shail any oflicer of such railroad cor- 
poration actas an officer of any other rail- 
road corporation owning or baving control of 
aparailel or competing line,” says the or- 
ganic law. If that provision of the Consti- 
tution is not to be enforced, there is no pro- 
tection for the people in the remainder. Mr. 
GOULD is permitted to violate the law in a 
way thatenables him to accomplish all the} 
results that could be obtained by consolidat- 
ing the stocks, franchises and property of 
competing lines under one proprietorship. 
Are the people as weillas their State officers 
prepared to acquiesce in this thing?

WasUINGTON, September 5,—Work is be- 
ine resumed to-day on the Washineton 
yonument, and will be pushed vigorously 
yotil tbe cold weather drives the men from 
the top of the tall tower, which, it may well 
pe imuzined, is nota very comfortable place 
to work OH a Winter’s morning, The monu- 
wert bas ROW reached a height of 290 feet, 
aodit is expected that about forty feet more 
give added before the season ends. The 
peigit of the structure has been about 
doubled since the work Was resumed, a 
couple of years ago, aftcr so long a delay, and 
now a little over one-half what it is to be 
wher completed, the highest structure 
in the world. Its height, when com- 
pleted, is to be 550 feet. The Monu- 
ment ‘Board, after the work was re- 
sume three vears ago, determined to make 
it thehighest structure in the word. They 
studied up on monuments, churches. 
towers and articles of thissort and found to 
be perfectiy safe they must push it up to 550 
fees in height.

‘ EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Exciting Scenes at To-Day’s Election—Other 
News Items. 


Centerville, a small village on the Cairo 
Short Line road aboutfour miles from East 8t. 
Louis, is considerably agitated over a case of 
New Orleans Scotch itch just discovered in 
their midst. The victim is J. B. Goldman and 
has relatives in Lebanon, Iil. The 
disease is similar to small-pox, 
but is more contagious and invariably 
results fatally. Goldman arrived 
at Centerville a week ago to-day, With the first 
symptoms of the disease, and being penniless 
sought shelter on the farm of J, Vodrie, lying 
ina haystack. Last Thursday Mr. Vodie dis- 
covered the man, weak and exhausted from 
hunger, and supplied him with the necessaries 
of jife. making his couch as comfortable as 


possiblé and communicating with the 
Poor Commissioner. The County 
Physician was notified, but was 
powerless to act without consulting the County 
Commissioners. That body held a consulta- 
tion and decided to have nothing to do with 
the case, asaremoval of tne victim to the 
County Hospital would endanger the lives of 
all the patients. Mr. Vodrie;was in East St. 
Louis this morning and visited the County 
Physician and Poor Commissioner, but neither 
could offer him any consolation. Goldman's 
relatives will be notified, and, unless death 
relieves him, he will be removed to Lebanon.

Sad Case of Abortion and Mor- 
phine Poisoning. —

The Coroner Refuses to Hold an Inqairy 
—A False Death Certificate—Dr. 
Stapp’s Victim—Official 
Remissness, 


Mrs, Rosina Eicholz, the wife of a house 
painter, living at 3307 North Thirteenth street, 
Gied on Wednesday mornipg lastin such a 
singular way that, although she was buried 
last Thursday, the neighborhood is still much 
excited over the matter. 

The lady was a comely matron, 31 years of 
age, and the mother of six children. She was 
wellknown inthe neighborhood, where she 
bad many friends. On Monday last, sne came 
down town and was absent about an hour and 
ahalf. When she returned to her house she 
seemed to be in pain, but said nothing during 
the night. On Tuesday morning, after Mr. 
Eicholz had deft for his work, Mrs. Eicholz 
complained of severe pains, which became so 
intense that she was compelled to go to bed. 


Shetoldafemale reiation who was in the 
house, that ou the afternoon previous she had 
called on Dr. Wm. Stapp, at 608 Biddie street, 
and that he had used instruments upon her. 
She said in explanation that she thougnt her 
family was already large enough, and that she 
had gone to Dr. Stapp because she expected 
that she would soon be a mother e#gain. 

As the pain increased, Mra. Efcholz be- 
sought her relative to go downtor Dr. Stapp 
and tellhim sbe was suffering. The young 
lady did zo, and Stapp came to the housein a 
hurrv. Dr. Stappis weil known in connec 
tion with such cases, having been arrested 
more than once on charges of abortion, 
He is an old fellow, who walks with a cane, 
his head bent upon his breast, wears disrep- 
utable c'othes and dirty linen, and ts, alto. 
gether, just the man whom persons would not 
be likely to callin as a physician. When Stapp 
arrived at Mrs. LEicholz’s residence 
he immediately gave her some 
powders, which he said were morphine. 
He eallied again in the afternoon and admin- 
istered morphine. He came a third time at 
nine o'clock at night. and found the woman 
ina sleep, but stili suffering severely. He re- 
mained #n hour watching ner, and while sit 
ting there chatted with the husband. He said 
that he hud nad several such Cases, wany Ot 
them, and that the women always recovered. 
Atthis time Mr. Eichoiz knew what was the 
matter with his wife, she having made the 
same confession that she did to the femaie 
relative. 

‘*Don’t be afraid’’ said Stapp, in an anxious 
way, as he leftthe house. ‘*She will sleep out 
of that morpbine and will be all right.’’ Mr. 
Eichoiz went to bed and waking about 3 
o’clock Wednesday morning, found that his 
wite did not breathe. He hurriedly ran down 
to the office of Dr, Ehrhardt his tamily phy- 
sician, at the corner of Thirteenth and Mon- 
roe streets. That physician went up about 
5 o’ clock in the morning andfound the woman 
already dead. 

‘*You will have to havejan inguest,’’said Dr. 
Ebrbardt. ‘‘This isa bad case,iand that man’s 
certificate Will not be accepted.’’ The doctor 
bad heara the statement that Mrs. Eicholz 
made. before her death. To make sure about 
toe matter he gave Mr. Leidner, the under- 
taker in charge of the funeral, a note to Cor- 
oner Frank, telling him about the case 
aud asking that fan investigation be made. 

MR. EICHOLZ AND YOUNG LEIDNER 

went down to see the Coroner, bat the latter 
said that it wasimpessibie to get proof enough 
—that Stapp would deny the matter, and that 
there wag no way tofixitonhim. The Coro- 
ner decided, theretore, not to hold an examin- 
ation. The next day Dr. Ehrhardt went down 
to see how the certificate had beer issued. 
He found that Stapp bad given the certincate 
and had named as the cause of death conges- 
tion of the Jungs. Dr. Elirbardt told Dr. 
Luedeking, clerk of the Board ot Health, that 
an investigation ought to be bad. The latter 
recommended bim to see the Coroner. Dr. 
Frank said that he had no doubt that the case 
was one of abortuuon. Said Frang: 

‘‘IT have been watching this man for some 
time, and i would like tu catch him, but1l am 
afraid there is not proof enough In thas case. 
The woman made no ante-mortem stapement. 
We have only her statement, told to other 
parties, whichis probably true, but could not 
be evideuce.”’ 

‘*But would not a post mortem examination 
show soniething?’’ s 

“It would, but we could net fix it on Dr. 
Stapp, who would deny everyébing in the ab- 
sence of evidence.’’ 

DR. EHRHADT 

was seen at his oftice to-day and he said there 
was no doubt that an abortion had been per- 
formed and thatthe Woman had most prob 

ably died of morphine poisoning. ‘‘I am mor- 
ally certain she did,’’ said Mr. Ehrhardt. 
Her husband wanted to Call me inon the even- 
ing before her death, 48 1 was the family phy- 
gician, but she refused. 1 Suppose she was 
ashamed to sec me, underthe circumstances, 
You bave noidea how common this thing is 
amone married women, although I, who knew 
Mrs. Eicholz well,would never have imagined 
that she would do such a thing. 
‘- Yes, she died of the poison: 
ing, or of the abortion, or perhaps both ’’ 

CORONER FRANK 

was seen at his office. 

‘What are the circumstances atienting the 

death of Mrs. Rosina Eichoiz?’’ taqutied the 
orter. 

ee Well, it seems thatthe woma 

and coucealed the fact from bér husband. 

Her husband dia not know that 

she was sick until a day or so before 

her death, which occurred on the 80th of last 
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month.’’ ts 

‘*Ot what did she die? 

‘‘Her attending physician Dr. Wm, Stanp, 
certified that her death resulted from conges- 
tion of the lungs, but it is morally certain that 
the true cause of death was metro- peritonitis, 
induced by an abortion performed on her by 
some person employed for the purpose.’’ 

‘©Who called your attention to the case?’’ 

‘¢*pr. Ebrnarat, of Thirteenth and Monroe 
streets. It aeemsthe woman became much 
worse two or three days before her death, and 
her husband wanted.to cali in a physti- 
cian, but she declined to permit him 
to do 80, stating that she had already consult- 
ed Dr. Stapp. Onthe 30th her condition be- 
came alarming and her husband rushed out 
out and brought Dr. Earhardt into the case. 
When Dr. Ehrhardt reached her bedside she 
was already dead. Dr. Ebrhardt regarded the 
case ag su+picious and called on me tO ask me 
to make an investigation,’’ 

‘*Did you ao 80?’’ 

**No, sir.’’ 

“Why not.’’, 

‘*Recause there was noth'ng to warrant me 
in doing 30?'’* : : 

Notwithstanding that Dr, Stapp's ce;titicate 
to the effect that she had died of congestion of 
the lnngs was known by you to have been 
false?’’ 

‘Yea, sir, notwithstanding that fact. Since 
I have been Coroner I have done my whole 
duty in cases like that of Mrs. Eichoiz. Two 
cases are now pending in the Crimtnat! Court, 
one against Dr. Fitzporter and the other 
against Robert McWilliams, for abortion, I 
worked these cases up wnyself, and am at all 
times prepared to,prosecute abortionists to 
the full extent of the law; but in the case of 
Mrs. Eicholz there was absolutely no evi. 
dence upom, which to base a 
prosecution of Dr. Stapp. No one had 
seen her go into his office, although there 
is room to believe that an instrument was used 
on ber. There were no preseriptions on file 
calling for remedies nsualiy prescribed by 
abortionists and no drugs in the house of a 
suspicious Character whatever. Besides, the 
woman made noante-mortem statement. For 
the reason, theretore, that there was no evi. 
dence which the State conid get at, 1 did not 
fee) justified in putting the city to the expense 
of an investigation.’’
